<leneral I.awn of 1905, which was intro­ 
duced by Representative K. R. Hinds of 
Park 
Rapids, all mineral, gas, coal, oil 
or similar interest in real estate, owned 
separately from the land itself, are to be 
assessed and taxed separately hereafter. 
l f the taxes are not paid, these interests 
may bo sold for taxes the same as any 
other real estate, says the Minneapolis 
Journal. 
The effect of this new law promises 
to be far reaching, if it is generally com 
plied with by the assessors. 
Rand men 
say that most of tho land in tho timber­ 
ed section of tho state which has been 
sold carries mineral 
reservations. 
The 
purchaser gets title to the land, but the 
first owner, who is usually a lumberman 
or a railroad company, reserves the 
right to anything that may be found un­ 
der the surface, 
lf iron ore is found, 
he has the right to mine it, and he 
would have the same right to appropri 
atis any other mineral wealth found un 
der the surface of tile land. 
Those min­ 
eral reservations have been made almost j 
invariably in the northwestern part of 
the state, but they are a common prac­ 
tice in all the newer sections, even 
hundreds of miles from the iron range 
country. 
These reservations have only a specu 
la ti vc value, and have never been taxed 
heretofore as property. 
In ninety nine 
cases out of a hundred,'it is presumed, 
they will bring nothing whatever to tho 
holder. 
Tho theory of the new law, 
however, is that if they are worth re 
serving at the time of sale, they are 
projierty, and 
must have some value. 
They should, therefore, bo taxed and 
eland a share of the public burden. 
When local assessors begin their work 
May I, listing real estate, they will have 
instructions to look 
up the mineral 
reservations on file w ith the register of 
deeds and assess them to the owners 
under the head of real estate, 
Elven if 
they are assessed at a few cents to the 
acre, they will add many thousands to 
the taxable valuation of the northern 
counties, and if tho taxes are paid they 
will make the law worth while. 
Rand men do not expect the owners 
of these reservations to pay the taxes to 
any extent. 
As mineral rights have 
only a speculative 
value, the owners 
will object to pay ing a yearly tax. 
As 
long as they could carry these rights 
without costing them anything, they 
have hung on, but it is predicted that 
the assessments of these reservations 
will bring about a wholesale relinquish 
ment. 
Such an outcome, it is declared, 
will be one the best things that could 
happen to northern 
Minnesota. 
These 
mineral reservations have been a stum b­ 
ling block to sale of lands and develop­ 
ment of the country. 
Other things be­ 
ing equal, buyers will not touch land to 
which they can cannot get full title an I 
control. When they buy land they want 
it all, including what may be under the 
surface. 
The mineral reservations have 
hung like an incubus, loading down tile 
laud and sending prospective buying 
away to purchase elsewhere. 
T hisstate 
of things led to the passage of the new 
law. 
it is not expected to produce very 
much revenue, but will accomplish its 
purpose if it clears the undeveloped 
cut-over lands of the northern 
.Minne­ 
sota counties and does away with min 
era! reservation holdings.

The provisional congress was iii ses­ 
sion at Philadelphia, each of th*- th r- 
toen colonies having represent a ti v* s 
there. 
It was a great congress, n i l o 
momentous question was before the 
distinguished body. 
The great charter 
of our frets lorn had been written by 
Jefferson, and Benjamin Harrison, fa­ 
ther and great grandfather of presi­ 
dents, had presented It to congress on 
Monday, July I. 
What would the Con­ 
tinental congress do? 
Iii order that our country should Im* 
free and independent the declaration 
must lie adopted. This could lie done lf 
only the colonies were divided, aud 
there were some good men who did not 
believe it best to tuke this step ut this 
time. 
Four of tile seven delegates of 
Pewislyvanla were opposed to It, and, 
of the two Delaware delegates present, 
Thomas McKean was In favor of inde­ 
pendence, but George Read w as op­ 
pose! to the measure. Caesar Rodney, 
the other member, w as In the southern 
part of bis state In the capacity of a 
brigadier general, organizing and drill­ 
ing troops for the coming struggle, 
Tw o of the opposing Pennsylvania 
delegates were persuaded to absent 
themselves, and 
thus 
the 
Keystone 
Stat** would favor the declaration, but 
the vote of Gaesar Rodney was neces­ 
sary to carry the state of Delaware. 
A messenger was dispatched iii tiot 
haste to summon him to Philadelphia, 
and tln’U for four days the "patriots 
of ’76" talked and maneuvered to de­ 
lay the final vote. On Thursday. July 
4, congress was to vote on the mo­ 
mentous question. 
On 
the afternoon 
of 
the 3d 
the 
messenger found Caesar 
Rodney iii 
Sussex county, more than eighty miles 
from 
Philadelphia. 
General 
Rodney 
was at that time forty-six years old, 
with a tall, lean, worn figure, his face 
scarred by a cancer that was tinnily 
to cause his death. The brave patriot 
did not hesitate. 
"Saddle the black!” 
he commanded, and in ten minutes he 
bad mounted his faithful steed and 
was galloping as if for life to the 
northward. 
Eighty miles aw ay from congress, 
which was waiting for him to declare 
the independence of the colonies. The 
thought caused blin to drive his spurs 
deep into his horse’s flanks and sent 
him flying along the long, dusty high­ 
way that stretched away toward the 
Quaker City. It was one of the great 
rides of history. 
That black steed 
bore the destinies of America, and bis 
rider knew it, and there was neither 
halt nor delay. 
The sun went down, uud the stars 
came out one by one In the blue vault 
of heaven, and that solitary rider rush­ 
ed on his way. 
All through the cool 
summer night Caesar Rodney kept up 
his reckless pace. 
The stars faded out of the morning 
sky, and the sun came up red and fiery, 
the herald of a sultry day. 
And still 
Caesar Rodney kept on his way. 
Ile 
was yet many miles from Philadelphia. 
His horse was jaded, and he was travel 
worn aud covered with dust, but the 
patriot did not slacken his rein. 
Ile 
must be there to vote for the independ­ 
ence of America. 
Aud he wras there. 
All that hot, sweltering July day Hie 
delegates of the colonial congress were 
talking and voting in 
Independence 
hall. The session had begun. The pres­ 
ident, John Hancock, w*as In the chair, 
and tilt* clerk, John Dickinson, was 
calling the colonies one by one. 
Vir­ 
ginia had voted and Massachusetts and 
the great state of New York and the 
little state of Rhode Island, and now 
New Jersey was voting, and Caesar 
Rodney had not come. 
Anxious and worried, Thomas Mc­ 
Kean went out to the door of Inde­ 
pendence hall. 
Would his friend and 
compatriot 
be 
too 
late? 
His 
face 
brightened as he heard the sound of 
hurrying hoof beats coming up Chest­ 
nut street. 
A foaming, panting steed 
dashed into the yard. 
Its dusty rider 
leaped to the ground. Booted and spur­ 
red and the dust of his long ride thick 
on his long flapped coat aud iron gray 
hair, Caesar Rodney entered the hall of 
congress leaning on his friend Mc­ 
Kenna arm. 
Ii*- was Just in time. 
Tile vote of 
Delaware w as tieing called. 
George 
Read voted "Nay." 
"Aye!” called the 
clear voice of Thomas McKean. It was 
a tie. 
All eyes turned to Caesar Rod­ 
ney. 
The famous rider cleared his 
throat, and many a patriot heart beat 
with pride as lie declared in firm tone: 
“The voice of my constituents and of 
all sensible and honest men, I believe, 
is in favor of independence, and my 
own 
Judgment 
concurs 
with 
them; 
therefore I vote for tile Declaration.” 
And so Caesar Rodney by his famous 
ride and by his noble vote bellied to 
settle the question of independence and 
Insured Hie future celebrations of the 
Fourth of July.

W arner, superintendent of the state 
drainage bureau in which ho states that 
he will be in Brainerd on Janu ary 8 to 
conduct a meeting and suggests calling 
all the farmers of tho county together 
to discuss the questions of good roads, 
immigration and drainage. 
The letter 
reads: 
“ I have planned to be Brainerd Mon­ 
day, January 8th. 
W ill arrive on tho 
train from St. Paul at one p.^m., and you 
can make such arrangements as you see 
tit for a mooting there in the afternoon 
or in the evening, as you think best. A t 
some of the places I am going to visit, 
they are going to have their meeting in 
tho afternoon and 
advertise it among 
the farmers and try to have a large at­ 
tendance. 
At those places the meeting 
w ill be called to consider tho questions 
of good roads, drainage and immigra­ 
tion. 
A t some of tho places they will 
also endeavor to secure a 
speaker from 
Stato Agricultural School to discuss 
dairying. 
“ Personally, I believe it is important 
to have the co-operation of the farmers 
and settler in advertising the land sales, 
and if you believe you would be success­ 
ful in securing quite a good attendance 
of the farmers at an afternoon meeting, 
I think that would be best; but you are 
acquainted with the local conditions 
and will knovvjwhat it is wisest and best 
to do. 
“ Mr. A. L. Cole, of Walker, and Mr. 
Asher Murray, of Wadena, have promis­ 
ed to be wittqme at Brainerd and will 
assist in the effort to arouse a little in­ 
terest. 
Mr. M urray was president of the 
Wadena Commercial Club, which ad­ 
vertised the sale which we held there 
early in November.
